That is a low and sordid view of 
what Cliristmas means; and 
if 
it 
were indeed true that our 
observ­ 
ance of the time has so far degen­

'Phere are those, no doubt, who cal­ 
culate coldly in the matter of buy­ 
ing Cdiristmas gifts, measuring the 
outlay carefully in each case by the 
receipts of the past or the expecta­ 
tions of the future. 
But this is not 
the real Christmas giving. 
It bears 
no more relation to the latter than 
an electric light does to the glorious | 
sun. 
Nobody can visit the stores 
at this period and watch the eager, 
happy faces wdthout the conviction 
that the real giving, born of a lov­ 
ing wish to do good or confer j)leas- 
ure, is still enormously in the 
as­ 
cendant. 
One sees, here and tliere, 
the serious calculator, weighing the 
possibility of “ keeping even” with 
past or 
future 
givers; 
but 
their 
seriousness 
“ kicks 
the 
beam ” 
when 
wxighed 
in 
the 
bal­ 
ance aganst the joy or the kindly 
anxiety w'hich irradiates the coun­ 
tenances 
of 
those 
whose 
chief 
thought is to remember to the best 
of their ability all those who have a 
claim, not on their pockets, but on 
their love and tenderness. 
T hey 
may not buy with any better judg­ 
ment than the others. 
Probably 
their judgment is very often at fault 
and the short person gets the long 
gift. 
But there is very little dan- 
that the gift into which so much of 
loving thought is put will 
fail to 
confer ha])piness 
even though it 
may not weigh quite as much as it 
should in comparison with what the 
recipient gave last year or intends 
to give this. 
The man or w'oman 
w’ho looks 
wdth coldly calculating eyes on the

Amid all th e wild deductions dra w n 
from th e flying rum ors w h ich could 
not in any way be safely verified, 
th ere came ab out five m inutes a fte r 
6 o’clock th e announce m e nt t h a t fire 
h ad been kindled sh ortly before in th e 
city tre a sure r’s office, wh ere, w ith th e 
doors of th e vaults wide open, a too 
a p p a re nt a tte m p t h ad been m ade to 
destroy everyth ing in th a t office, and 
so forever conceal th e guilt of anj» ^ 
one wh oj sh ould bo guilty of w rong 
doing.
